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Enjoy the quality 
difference 


Just what has Rudi Guten- 
dorf done in his nine months 
in Australia? ; 

This and similar critical 
guestions were heard in 
abundance after last Sun- 
day’s match against Parti- 
zan. 

Of course, all fair-minded 
persons should ask asecond 
question too: what have all 
our leading coaches done in 
these last nine years, if not 
ninety? 

To blame Gutendort for the 
pathetic display of the Au- 
Stralian XI is totally idiotic. 

There isn’t one coach in 
the world who could have 
done much more. 

The factis that we are pain- 
fully short of talented players 
who can stand up to any in- 
ternational comparison. 

We saw this under Joe 
Viasits, Rale Rasic, Jimmy 
Shoulder and now under 
Rudi Gutendorf. 


And we would see the 
same if the national coach 
was Menotti, Greenwood, 
Derwall or Bearzot. 

If we have players in the 
national team who cannot 
control a ball without three 
clumsy touches — it's surely 
the fault of their own junior 
and senior club coaches. 

lf we have others who 
head the ball incorrectly, 
cant deliver a pass more 
than six metres, can use only 
one foot, cannot turn with the 
ball and have never heard of 
running off the ball — it’s all 
the fault of the coaches 
under whom they have been 
playing. 

dust what was Gutendorf 
supposed to do in these few 
short months, with an occa- 
sional get-together? 

Does anybody really be- 
lieve that any coach in the 
world could have changed 
the skill, style or intelligence 
of our Socceroos in nine 
months? 

Frankly, if our international 
Standards are inadequate, 
it’s a terrible indictment of our 
coaching set-up dating back 
many years. 

A national coach can only 
work with the talent at his 
disposal and that talent, in 
our case, is modest. 

f€s unreasonable to ex- 
pect a player display all his 
technical shortcomings 
week after week for his club 
— and then dazzle us all 
when he appears for the 
Socceroos. 

Gutendorf will not be able 
to change the basic charac- 
teristics of his national team

a \ ere 
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players; obviously the club 
coaches can’t, either, though — 
they work with them con- 
Stantly. 

All that Gutendorf may ac- 
complish if he is allowed to 
work without infantile criti- 
cism — is the creation of a 
cohesive, fit and determined 
national team. 

It may just be enough to 
take us to Spain in 1982, as it 
was in 1974. 

But neither Gutendorf nor 
any other national coach can 
make the Socceroos play 
what some fans seen to ex- 
pect — a _ scintillating, 
polished, indeed, artistic 
Brazil, Holland, Italy or 
Argentina performance. 

We simply haven’t the 
players for this type of soc- 
cer. 

That can be the fault of our 
coaches, clubs, junior net- 
work, social conditions, cli- 
mate, presence of other 
codes and another million 
different things. 

But not Gutendorfs. 

Thos who Gtiticise him for 
the sometimes painful in- 
adequacies of his Socceroos 
should spare an angry 
thought for those under 
whose “expert” tuition and 
handling these present-day 
internationals developed 
from the earliest of ages. 

Gutendorf may not be the 
best coach in the world; he 
may not be the most relaxed 
and composed individual. 

He is only a totally in- 
volved, completely dedi- 
cated professional hellbent 
on doing a job. as well as he 
can under very difficult and 
often primitive conditions. - 

He may be criticised for his 
tactics and team selections, 
even his results. 

But only the most pre- 
judiced mind could blame 
him for the poverty of talent in 
our leading clubs. 


The ASF should re-examine 
its method of inviting — or ac- 
cepting — overseas teams for 
Australian tours. 

In recent years we have been 
“blessed” with a growing number 
of touring teams which simply fail 
to entertain or thrill. 

We have had far too many of 
the Bologna, Velez, Wisla, 
Hearts and now Partizan class 
sides — almost all huge disap- 
pointments. 

Too often, the tour is arranged 
at the recommendation of some 
ASF or State League official with 
some ties in his former country. 

He knows the second cousin 
of the masseur of an Undistin- 
guished club somewhere and

In Soccer, just as in all other 
forms of mass entertainment, 
people shy away from the ordi- 
nary and dull. 

Only absolute star attractions 
can be sold to a public ruined by 
television. —

really know the quality of the 


team they are contracting — or 


are they just doing it as an old 
pals’ act? 

Last Sunday the Sydney soc- 
cer public felt badly cheated. 
With outer ground tickets selling 
at $4 and seats higher, they cer- 
tainly didn’t get their money’s 
worth. 

Living, so to say, at the end of 
the world, Australia’s soccer lov- 
ers have few opportunities of se- 
eing really top teams in action. 

So when some overseas 
teams do get invited to tour here, 
why bring out mundane third rate

This is how | saw the performance of the Australian 
Xl in Sunday’s match: 


GREG WOODHOUSE: Had a very solid game, and was one of 
the few bright spots on a cold, disheartening afternoon. He saved 
several dangerous situations, spreading himself well to block hard, 
close-in shots, and using his great recovery powers to save sev- 
eral almost certain chances. 

IAN SOUNESS: It was a minor miracle that he escaped without 
a caution for some angry tackles, mainly inthe second half. Admit- 
tedly he did have the only real scoring chances for Australia, but on 
the whole he failed to control his temper and wasted too much time 
on physically countering Partizan’s winger. 

1VO PRSKALO: The Marconi sweeper had areal ‘Beckenbauer 
game, going through his chores unhurriedly and supplying a tinge 
of calm to a flustered, chaotic defence. His passing was neat, he 
took few chances — with one near fatal exception — and with an 
effective stopper partner may have kept Partizan goalless. 

GARY BYRNE: Seemed uncomfortable in the first half and 
stayed passively in his own half, limiting himself to purely defen- 
sive tasks. One hardly ever saw a glimpse of his famous surge 
while his usually adequate passing also let him down many times.

No matter how charitable one wishes 
to be, the fact is that Sunday’s Australian XI 


v Partizan match was a fiasco. 

During the entire 90 minutes the fans could count really good 

moves on one mutilated hand. 

For this, the two teams can share the blame ina brotherly fashion. 

If the Newcastle clash was a fierce, fiery and dramatic affair, two 
days later the two teams put on a tepid, almost painfully boring display. 

Australia is still experimenting with a rather large squad and 
perhaps their inept performance was at least partly exusable. 

But what about Partizan, a first division Yugoslav team, repre- 
senting a country noted for skilful, clever and even spectacular soc- 
cer? 

They were a wretched lot with some players barely reaching the 
ordinary class and some, like the awkward Djordjevic, looking em- 
barrassingly bad. 

The first half hour passed without any noteworthy happening on 
the field; incredible miskicks, inaccurate passes and mis-timed tack- 
les on both sides bemused an increasingly irritated crowd.
